The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 5/1 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose a timepiece 
having motion conversion mechanism configured as a weight lifting mechanism with a 
drive body comprising a spiral drive surface, the drive body being rotated about an axis, 
whereby a weight on the drive surface is driven to undergo translational movement 
from a lower position to an upper position, and a time display section for displaying time 
of day in accordance with the movement of the motion conversion mechanism. 

Claims 2-4 and 5/2-4 and 5/1 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose 
a timepiece having a weight lifting mechanism for discharging the weight from a lower 
position to an upper position based on rotation of a timepiece drive section, a rotating 
wheel rotated by the gravity of the weight thereon, wherein the weights discharged from 
the weight lifting mechanism are received sequentially by the wheel according to the 
discharge timing, the weight moving over a predetermined angular range and is 
discharged, and a time display section for displaying time of day in accordance with the 
rotation of the rotating wheel. 



Claims 6-16 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose a timepiece 
having a weight lifting mechanism for lifting the weight from a lower position to an upper 
position and having a drive body comprising a spiral drive surface, the drive body being

rotated about an axis, whereby a weight on the drive surface is driven to undergo 
translational movement from a lower position to an upper position, a rotating wheel with 
a plurality of receiving portions, whereby the weight is supplied to the receiving portion 
and after rotating a predetermined angle discharges to the lower position of the wigjt 
lifting means.
